By-this treaty of peace Guzmaw and Gu-

liberal republican system,” being vested with 
fall powers from the revolutionary chiefs to 
enter upon an agreement of peace, lays out a 
programme of proceedings for all parties to 
follow.

Then GUTIERREZ is estab- 
lished as Governor of Leon, and a Congress 
is to be convened ‘within six months. This 
Congress is to recognize and pay the debt in- 
curred by the revolution. On their part, the

peace,” will accomplish the rest... ‘This agree- 
ment is signed by Guzman, Rrorrz and Za-
